Mrs. Carter, who formerly was the 
wife of Alexander Vest, a son of Sen­ 
ator Vest, did not testify at the trial. 
Site declared to friends the charges 
made against her were false. 
Dr. Vendel was shot and killed by 
Carter in the lobby of tho Clopton 
hotel, in Aberdeen, Miss., in Novem­ 
ber, 1909. At the time of the tragedy 
Mrs. Carter was 
rooming 
at 
the 
Pickles hotel, directly 
opposite 
the 
(Topton, where her husband had a 
room. 
Dr. Wen del had attended both 
in his professional duties.

An experienced 
scholar retorts that publishers will not I 
let them. 
Here is a new and rather 
Important historical work of six hun­ 
dred pages. It is printed in large type 
on heavy paper, with wide margins, to 
make is as bulky as possible. 
The 
price is $5, “postage extra.” 
This is ! 
considerable money; 
but there are 
some eight hundred public and col- I 
legiate libraries that feel bound to 
buy any new historical work which 
can claim importance, no matter what 
the price. 
The publisher would rather have the 
sure thing of eight hundred copies at 
$■7 than take the chance of selling sev­ 
eral thousand copies at $2. Theoretic- I 
ally, books in the library circulate; but 
it is notorious that people seldom go 
to a library for a new serious book. A 
reader whose habits or tastes would ; 
attract him to a new biography, say, < 
wants the volumes on his shelves. 
If 
it is really worth the trouble of read­ 
ing he will almost certainly wish to 
refer to it again. He cannot trot down 
to the library for every reference. 
A 
reader of such habits or tastes wishes 
to possess the books in which he is 
really interested. 
If he cannot afford 
to own the book he probably will not 
read it at all. 
What circulates from 
the library, besides fiction, is Taine’s 
English Literature, Macaulay’s Eng­ 
land. Gibbon’s Decline and Fall, Bos­ 
well’s Johnson. 
It is clear consequently that a large 
part of our new serious literature is 
automatically canned and moved into 
cold storage, and so there Is a world 
of pains and expense for nothing! — 
Saturday Evening Post.

Chicago, Sept. 13.—Mrs. E tta Dur­ 
yea Johnson, wife of Jack Johnson, 
champion heavy-weight pugilist ot the 
world, died as a suicide after wreck­ 
ing her health in c a r e for her husband 
who was a victim of nervous prostra- 
tion and suicidal mania for a year, 
on account of injuries and exertion 
during his fight with Jeffries. 
This was the testimony of Johnson 
at the inquest here yesterday over the 
body of Mrs. Johnson, who shot her­ 
self Monday eight in her apartm ent 
over the cham pion’s saloon. 
Johnson 
said the nature and extent of his suf­ 
ferings after the championship fight 
had been a secret between his wife 
and himself. 
‘‘I am still suffering from the ef 
fects of that fight to some ext m b ” he 
said. 
Johnson 
gave 
his 
testim ony in 
tears. 
He declared th at hi? wife’s 
of this fact I efforts to keep him from comm itting 
what broke dow.i her 
own health. 
He said; 
‘‘I believe I incurred brain fever or 
some sim ilar derangem ent from the 
exertions and the heat of the JeffrieS 
fight. 
I was not myself for a year, 
but the secret was close-kept between 
myself and Mrs. Johnson. 
Sh? saved 
me twice when I tried to choke my­ 
self to death. 
She seized me and 
struggled with me and prevented the 
act. 
She had an awful time taking 
care of me for over a year. 
I am 
only telling this now in justice to my 
wife. 
It never has been told before.” 
The coroner’s jury, after hearing 
Johnson’s evidence, returned r ver­ 
dict that Mrs. Johnson killed herself 
while temporarily insane.
